Coleman on Troye 


J. Winston Coleman Jr. last week pub- 
lished, through his Winburn Press, Lex- 
ington, a 33-page monograph which will 
be of interest to a wide variety of readers. 
The subject is Edward Troye, “rated by 
experts as the foremost American sports 
painter of the past century.” The author 
is a thoroughgoing scholar with a lifetime 
accumulation of data on the history of 
Kentucky, and of central Kentucky in 
particular. His numerous references on 
Troye include newspapers published in 
Kentucky county seats, tax books, and the 
records of the Midway Presbyterian 
Church. 


Edouard de Troye was born July 12, 
1808, at Lausanne, Switzerland, son of 
the French painter Jean Baptiste de Troye 
whose work, “The Plague of Marseilles,” 
hangs in the Louvre. He studied art in 
London, came to the U. S. in his early 
twenties, and became an itinerant painter. 
The earliest race horse pictures cited by 
Coleman are of Trifle and Henry, both 
signed “E. Troye, 1832.” The artist died 
July 25, 1874, at the home of Keene Rich- 
ards, near Georgetown, Ky. 

Troye married Cornelia Ann Van de 
Graaf, of Scott County, on July 16, 1839. 
Three of their children died in infancy; 
the only survivor among them was Anna, 
who married, first, Cave T. Johnson, and, 
later, William L. Christian, of Owens

FLORIDA 


Lincoln Road and Sovinski 


Miami. Late on a steamy morning at 
Gulfstream Park, precisely 7 days after 
his momentous near-upset of Tim Tam 
in the Florida Derby, Lincoln Road am- 
bled onto the backstretch at the three- 
eighths-pole and, with a pony alongside, 
walked slowly around the turn. As he 
passed the quarter-pole he started to 
gallop, lazily. 

Trainer Vic Sovinski stood in front of 
the grandstand, staring intently at his 
colt. “You’ve got to walk him a half a 
mile before he'll gallop,” he said. “You 
can stick him, do anything to him. He 
won't get to running until he’s good and 
ready.” 

Gordon Glisson, who rode the colt in 
the Florida Derby and who would be up 
again in the Kentucky Derby May 3, 
broke Lincoln Road away from the pony 
as he neared the three-quarter-pole and 
set him down to an easy 6-furlong breeze. 

The colt went in :2415, :3724, :49, 1:02, 
and 1:1524. 

“Good enough. he was just playing,” 
Sovinski said. “He’s a fine work horse 
when you want him to be. Speed I know 
he’s got. | don’t have to worry about that. 
I'll give him a stiff work —send him a 
mile — next week before I ship to Louis- 
ville. Figure to ship him out Thursday. 
I'll give him a race over the track before 
the Derby. No, not the Trial. That'd be 
running him too close.” 

Lincoln Road was walked back toward 
the grandstand and Sovinski went out on 
the track to remove the tongue strap. 
“Look at him.” he grinned. “Comes back 
like an old cow. Wonderful disposition, 
tremendous doer. Eats 13 quarts a day, 
anything we give him. A child can handle 
him around the barn.” 

As Lincoln Road crossed the finish line 
in his work, he had ducked out momen- 
tarily. It meant nothing this time, but he 
had done the same thing in the Florida 
Derby, and, in the opinion of many ob- 
servers, this had cost him the race. 


Reflection 


Lincoln Road was leading Tim Tam by

when he suddenly propped for about 4 
strides. Tim Tam then ducked inside Lin- 
coln Road and beat him by half a length. 
Sovinski’s colt, a 75-1 shot, finished well 
after Glisson straightened him away. 

“T don’t think Tim Tam had a chance 
to beat my horse if he hadn’t gotten inside 
him,” Vic said. “For that matter, I believe 
we'd have got him again if the race had 
been longer. It’s an awful way to blow a 
race like that. To this day I don’t know 
what made him prop.” 

A careful study of the patrol films of 
the Florida Derby showed that Lincoln 
Road had indeed propped 4 times and 
had slowed his forward motion by about 
two-thirds. The film didn’t show, how- 
ever, that Lincoln Road would have 
caught Tim Tam had the race been a six- 
teenth of a mile farther. 

Tim Tam got his nose in front precisely 
at the 70-yard-pole. At the wire Lincoln 
Road was holding his own, a half-length 
back, but he was not gaining on the Calu- 
met colt. 

Many explanations have been given for 
Lincoln Road’s propping. The most com- 
mon one is that he ducked from the start- 
ing gate or its shadow or the sun’s reflec- 
tion upon it. Glisson thinks it might have 
been the roar of the crowd. 

“This was the first time the colt had 
been in front going a route,” he said, “and 
people make a lot more noise when there’s 
a horse 4 in front turning for home than 
when the field is bunched. Especially when 


the horse in front is 70-1 on the board. 

“T think it might have been the noise. 
But I’m not sure. It could have been a 
photographer on the rail or all those 
people in the infield.” 

On Florida Derby day the track takes 
on the aspect of a 3-ring circus. During 
the running of the stakes, the large Uni- 
versity of Miami band is stationed in front 
of the tote board. The reflection of the 
sun on a trumpet or tuba could have 
caused Lincoln Road to break stride. 

Sovinski recalled that during a workout 
prior to the Derby the colt had jumped 
away from the sun’s reflection bouncing 
off the celophane of a pack of cigarettes 
someone had dropped on the track. 


Wrong Biinkers 


It was revealed, several days after the 
race, that Lincoln Road had run in three- 
quarter blinkers instead of full cups. A 
stablehand had brought the wrong blinkers 
to the paddock. 

Sovinski said that his colt previously 
had run in both three-quarter and full-cup 
blinkers. As for any mistakes being made 
in equipment, “All I can say is I sort of 
wish he’d had full-cup blinkers that day. 

“I’m going to try a new set of blinkers 
on him,” Sovinski added. Ill have them 
made real deep and cut holes in the back. 

“The Derby? I honestly believe this 
horse hasn’t reached his peak. He’s a 
better colt now than he was last Saturday 
in the stakes here. When he hits his peak 
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I honestly feel there’s not a horse in the 
country can beat him — that’s sprinting or 
going a route. Mile and a quarter? I 
think he can run all day. 

“He’s got a little bit the edge because 
he can run on any kind of track. He moves 
up terrifically in mud. You don’t have a 
great horse when you have to carry around 
a track for him. 

“You can place this horse. The first 
time we sent him a route he came from 7 
lengths back and got beat only a_half- 
length. In the big race here he went on 
the lead and carried his speed a mile and 
an eighth without any trouble. He runs 
just like Round Table, he skips. Doesn’t 
hardly lift his feet off the ground. 

“I've been in racing since 1938 and 
this is the best horse I ever had. The 
only trouble is that he worries me to death. 
I couldn’t sleep, couldn’t hardly eat any- 
thing for 2 weeks before the Derby. That’s 
the way it goes when you've only got one 
‘big’ horse.” 

Sovinski has been high on Lincoln Road 
from the beginning. Last November he 
told Horace Wade, director of racing at 
Gulfstream Park: “You know that big 
cup you get up for your Derby? Well, 
fill it up with money; I'll be there and 
pick it up Derby day.” 

On Thursday night before the stakes, at 
a dinner party held by the track manage- 
ment, a _ leading trainer approached 
Sovinski and said, “You're not silly enough 
to run your colt against Tim Tam are 
you?” 

“Why not?” answered Sovinski. 

“You won’t get within 10 lengths of Tim 
Tam, and neither will anybody else,” the 
man replied. 

Sovinski smiled as he recalled the con- 
versation. “All I said was that this was a 
nice colt I had running and I thought I 
had a chance. Thing I can’t understand 
is how they made him 75-1.” 

Lincoln Road had run well in his 3 
previous starts in Florida this winter. In 
his first race, after an 8-month layoff, 
he was a bit short, but finished third, 
beaten only 234 lengths by Levelation. In 
his next start, the Hutcheson Stakes, he 
was beaten a half-length and a nose by 
Yemen and Belleau Chief. Sovinski felt 
that a less-than-expert ride caused his de- 
feat in that race. 

His other race before the Derby was a 
strong second-place finish, going a mile 
and 70 yards for the first time. 

As a 2-year-old, Lincoln Road had won 
twice in 7 starts. He was out of the money 
in 3 3-furlong races at Gulfstream, but 
finished fourth twice. Sovinski shipped 
him to Chicago and the colt won 2 in a 
row at Washington Park before trouble 
set in. 


Blessing in Disguise 


Sovinski was preparing the colt for the 
Joliet Stakes when Lincoln Road rapped 
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himself. He was given a 5-week rest and 
sent out in the Primer Stakes at Arling- 
ton Park even though he was not as tight 
as Sovinski would have liked. Lincoln 
Road got in trouble on the turn and 
came out the race sore. In the Hyde 
Park Stakes 2 weeks later, the colt ran 
last most of the way around. 

“He seemed sore all through his body, 
but we couldn’t find out exactly what was 
wrong,” Sovinski said. “The vets recom- 
mended we fire him. but Mr. Blumberg 
(Lincoln Road’s owner) and I decided to 
give him time instead and let nature take 
its course. 

“As it turned out our decision was the 
right one and the smartest thing we ever 
did. In a way, the injury was a blessing. 
It gave the colt a chance to mature and 
grow. When we finally got him back to 
the races this winter we had a running 
horse.” 

Isaac Blumberg, a millionaire from Chi- 
cago, purchased Lincoln Road for $3,100 
at the Keeneland fall sales. He and 
Sovinski, racing as Sunny Blue Farm, have 
been together for a little more than 2 
years. 

“It’s a real fine relationship,” Sovinski 
said. “Mr. Blumberg’s got pretty good 
horse sense and I’ve always felt that 2 
heads were better than one. I sold the 
horses I owned when I went to work for 
him, and I certainly haven’t regretted it. 
It’s pretty mutual, him and I.” 

Blumberg maintains a 23-acre farm out- 
side Chicago and Sovinski lives there 
during the summer, commuting daily to 
Arlington and Washington. 

“Mr. Blumberg didn’t think this horse 
was going to run that good in the Florida 
Derby,” Sovinski said. “But I guess no- 
body else did, either.”

KENTUCKY 
Change of Mind 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
which on March 24 had provided Churchill 
Downs with 25 racing days from Septem- 
ber 6 to October 4, on April 7 reconsidered 
its action and canceled out the first week 
of the track’s meeting. The Downs’ new 
dates: September 13-October 4, still the 
earliest in its history. 

The change was made in order to avert 
a clash with the Kentucky State Fair, 
which will be in Louisville the week of 
September 6-13. 

One other change was made in the fall 
schedule. Kentucky Raceway, a half-mile 
operation at Florence, was given 19 days 
from August 16 to September 6. It pre- 
viously had been given 19 days from Oc- 
tober 27 to November 22, and had com- 
plained bitterly about the late dates. 

Shortening of the Churchill Downs meet- 
ing left Kentucky with 156 days of racing, 
7 fewer days than the state had in 1952. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


Charles Town Sold 


Mrs. Helen W. Boyle, widow of Albert 
J. Boyle, last week sold the Charles Town 
race track to B. G. Byars, Texas oilman 
and former partner of Clint Murchison in 
the Murcain-Byars Stable. The price was 
said to lie somewhere between $4,500,000 
and $6,000,000. 

Byars declined to reveal whether any 
other buyers were associated with him in 
the acquisition of the track. 

There has been no racing at the plant 
since the summer of 1957. Boyle died of 
a heart attack in November. 

The West Virginia State Racing Com- 
mission in December provided for 91 days 
of racing this year at Charles Town—35 
days from January 4 to February 12 and 
56 days from June 28 to September 1— 
but Mrs. Boyle did not make application 
for the winter season and the track did 
not open, 

Byars probably will apply for the sum- 
mer dates.

NEW YORK 
Waiting in the Wings 


New York. “So far, so good,” Johnny 
Nerud said as *Gallant Man walked by. 
“It won’t be long now and he’ll be breez- 
ing.” The scene was the long, enclosed 
shed row of Barn 37 at Belmont Park on 
a rainy morning last week. 

*Gallant Man will be a more-than-wel- 
come addition when he returns to the 
races, not only for fans who thrill to his 
closing rush (all but forgotten in the era 
of Silky Sullivan) but for Nerud and 
owner Ralph Lowe. 

The Carter Handicap, on Memorial Day, 
is what *Gallant Man is aiming for now, 
and it is well to note that nearly 45 per 
cent of the year will be completed by the 
time he makes his first stakes start. But 
that won’t matter; if a horse is bent on 
championship honors the quadrant of the 
year to concentrate on is the last one. A 
bruised foot has kept *Gallant Man from 
the races thus far in 1958. 

“He got over the bruise rapidly,” Nerud 
said. “Then he wouldn’t train in Florida. 
It wasn’t until we got back here that he 
started to act right again, and now we're 
ready to go. I don’t know what it was, but 
the change did not occur until we came 
North. 

“Now he’s ready to go. The pus and dirt 
we took out of his hoof solved that prob- 
lem. I still have the cotton—everything 
was antiseptic the day the blacksmith cut 
it out—in the drawer of the desk. There 
were more sterile sheets lying around that 
day than any hospital has used in a 
month.” 

Three wads of cotton were pulled out 
of a desk drawer and brought to the light 
of the outside shed wall. They showed 
dried blood and small, granular bits of 
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*Gallant Man, now back in New York after a winter in Florida, is training satis- 
factorily, and Johnny Nerud hopes to have the 4-year-old ready to make his 
first 1958 start in the 7-furlong Carter Handicap at Belmont Park on May 30. 


what seemed to be dirt. “That was the 
original trouble, and once it was out and 
the cut healed, everything seemed fine, 
except he didn’t train. Now he’s training.” 

*Gallant Man had been put in his stall 
by the time the wads had been examined. 
He stood quietly while his groom brushed. 
“He doesn’t like a coarse brush and that’s 
why he kicks now when you brush him 
even with a fine brush. Somebody used a 
heavy brush on him, and he never liked it, 
so now he shoots out no matter what sort 
of a brush you use on him. The good thing, 
though, is, he doesn’t aim any more.” 

A small heat lamp shone down on the 
horse’s gleaming coat and the purple light 
brought out all the little highlights. There 
was no fat. *Gallant Man seemed not far 
from racing condition. 

“He’s only eating 7 quarts now but will 
move up a few when he’s running,” the 
groom said, “and he’s still the well man- 
nered horse he always was.” The horse 
was chained to the far end of the stall, 
where the groom was putting on the final 


touches before slipping off the halter and. 


turning him loose in the stall for the 
morning. 

Nerud, who has always admired the tac- 
tics of such trainers as James Fitzsimmons 
and Ben Jones and has never minded bor- 
rowing a little idea from either man, has 
gone to extremes with *Gallant Man. Not 
only did the young trainer “borrow” Mr. 
Fitz’s blacksmith, Larry Botteschimer, to 
aid in the problem of *Gallant Man’s feet. 
he “borrowed” a groom who had worked 
for Mr. Fitz for some 30 years. 


*Gallant Man had his feet packed with 
clay, and the page of a condition book 
was plastered over the hoof wall before he 
was turned loose. He headed for a rack 
of clover. 


With *Gallant Man and Bold Ruler 
on the sidelines, the handicap division was 
minus 2 of its stars. Racing secretary 
Jimmy Kilroe must have figured these 
horses out when he set up the stakes list 
in January. The second Saturday of the 
New York season featured an allowance 
stakes, the Gotham. The 1;4-mile event 
was open to 4-year-olds and upward for 
the first time, and the weights were based 
on first money won in 1957-58. 


Two of the 4 highweights had placed 
in stakes almost as many times as either 
*Gallant Man or Bold Ruler had started. 
Mrs. E. D. Jacobs’ Paper Tiger and Mrs. 
Wallace Gilroy’s Oh Johnny each had 
placed in more than 17 stakes events, and 
fer their efforts in the past 15 months 
they were assigned 114 pounds. Bold 
Ruler would have carried 130, *Gallant 
Man a few pounds less. The highweights 
finished 1-2. 

The Gotham was rewritten for horses 
such as these, and more than a half-million 
dollars was bet on the race. 


Oh Johnny was second choice at 7-2 
and Paper Tiger fifth choice at 9-1, but 
they spread-eagled the field. Both waited 
off the pace of Encore (112), and when 
the rush started Oh Johnny was able to 
outdistance Paper Tiger to win by 3 
lengths in 1:43.

The 2 best fillies in Argentina during the 
1946-47 season were *Nina Bruja and *Miss Alesia, 
which dead-heated in the Polla de Potrancas (Ar- 
gentinian 1,000 Guineas). *Nina Bruja beat *Miss 
Alesia in the Premio Seleccion, but *Miss Alesia 
turned the tables in the Premio General Luis Maria 
Campos.

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William C. Whitney 


At the request of Walter M. Jeffords, president of the 
National Museum of Racing, Turf writer Kent Hollingsworth 
has prepared brief biographies of the men whose portraits 
hang in the museum. Other portraits in the series will be re- 
produced from time to time. 


Probably no man associated with racing for so brief an 
interval contributed so much to the sport as did William Collins 
Whitney. Upon his retirement from active politics in 1896 he 
was introduced to racing by August Belmont Jr. and John E. 
Madden. Two years later he purchased his first Thoroughbred. 
Shillelah, one of the best jumpers of his time. By 1900, the 
first year he raced in his own name, he had one of the finest 
stables in America. In 1901 he won the English Derby and in 
1903 he was the leading owner in America. After his death in 
February of 1904, his stable again was the leader while under 
lease to H. B. Duryea. In 1901 he gained control of Saratoga 
Race Course, spent a half-million dollars in improvements and 
made the plant essentially what it is today. Just prior to his 
death, he and Belmont selected a site near Floral Park on 
Long Island and he was instrumental in the construction there 
of Belmont Park. 

Although Whitney did not live to realize the pleasure of 
seeing one of his homebreds win for him, he collected one of 
the finest broodmare bands in America. He was one of the first 
to realize that good race mares make good broodmares; he 
bought the best available in Thora, Forget, Martha II, Yorkville 
Belle, and Correction, among others. At Whitney’s death, 91 
head, including the leading sires *Meddler and Hamburg, were 
dispersed at Madison Square Garden for $463,650, average 
$5,095. His son H. P. Whitney purchased most of the high- 
priced stock, with which he enjoyed tremendous success. The 
Whitney family continues to play a prominent role in racing 
today. William’s grandchildren include Miss Dorothy Paget. 
one of only 4 women ever to lead the list of winning owners 
in England; C. V. Whitney, leading owner in America 1930- 
1933; and J. H. Whitney and Mrs. C. S. Payson, owners of 
Greentree Stable, which led the American list of owners in 1951. 

Whitney was born in Conway, Mass., a son of James S. 
Whitney, who became president of an insurance company. a 
steamship line, and the Boston Water and Power Company. 
Young Whitney was graduated from Yale in 1863, attended 
Harvard Law School for a year, then joined a corporation law 
firm and was admitted to the New York bar in 1865. Imme- 
diately he became engaged in politics with the Apollo Hall 
group. conspicuous opponent of the Tweed Ring. At the age of 
34 he was appointed corporation counsel for the city of New 
York, a position he held from 1875-1882. Whitney also served as 
counsel for Sam Tilden before the Electoral Commission which 
finally declared—along strict party lines—Hayes to be presi- 
dent despite Tilden’s popular majority. 

A close friend of Grover Cleveland, Whitney directed his 
victorious gubernatorial campaign in 1882 and was instrumental 
in Cleveland’s being elected president in 1884. Appointed Sec- 
retary of the Navy in Cleveland’s cabinet, the 43-year-old 
Whitney completely revamped the department, installed the 
merit system for employment of civilian workers, and effected 
the conversion from wooden ships to a steel Navy. Whitney de- 
clined proffered posts of Secretary of State and ambassador- 
ships to England and Spain during Cleveland’s second admin- 
istration. He was a prominent presidential candidate in 1896. 
In association with Thomas Fortune Ryan, P. A. B. Widener. 
and Elihu Root, Whitney consolidated the New York City transit 
lines, replaced horse-drawn cars with cable cars, and pioneered 
electric street cars in Manhattan. At his death his diversified 
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financial holdings included $7 million in Standard Oil and $5 
million in American Tobacco shares. 

Tall, distinguished, fastidious in dress, Whitney lent con- 
siderable dignity to the Turf. In 1897 he purchased the racing 
silks of Eton blue and brown cap from George Lambton in 
England for $500. Lambton felt he could not win with the 
colors, but Whitney leased Volodyovski from Lady Meux and 
won the English Derby and captured the Cambridgeshire with 
Watershed. Lambton reacquired the silks after Whitney’s death, 
and when Whisk Broom II raced in England for H. P. Whitney, 
the colt carried Eton blue with brown sleeves. In America, 
Whitney bought Jean Bereaud for $30,000 in 1899 and promptly 
won the Withers and Belmont Stakes. The following year 
Whitney won the Futurity with Ballyhoo Bey over James R.

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NASRC CONVENTION 


Money for Research 


John R. Ring. chairman of the Florida 
State Racing Commission, last week was 
elected president of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners, re- 
placing D. Eldred Rinehart, of Maryland. 

Other new officers elected at the 
NASRC’s annual convention March 31- 
April 2 in Miami were James H. Inglis. 
Michigan, first vice president; Ben T. 
Poxson, Colorado, second vice president; 
Richard J. White Jr., Massachusetts, third 
vice president; and Thaddeus B. Bruno, 
Oregon, treasurer. Mrs. A. E. (Billie) 
Smith will continue as secretary. 


The commissioners voted to hold their 
1959 meeting in New York City. 


Meeting in conjunction with the NASRC 
were the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists and the board of directors of 
the Racing Chemistry Research Fund. The 
chemists elected president Dr. Elsie S. 
Bellows, of Florida, and named president- 
elect George Maynard, of Vaucouver, B. 
C. Dr. Petrus Louw, of South Africa, was 
elected vice president, and Dr. Y. T. 
Oester, of Illinois, and Charles Morgan. 
of New York, were named to the executive 


board. 

Most of Monday, March 31, was given 
to a forum-type program at which repre- 
sentatives of organizations prominent in 
racing discussed various aspects of the 
sport. Parts of some of these addresses 
are given below. 


On Tuesday, April 1, the Racing Chem- 
istry Research Fund announced that it 
had approved 2 research projects. had as- 
signed the work, and had appropriated the 
money. Dr. Gerald Cohen, of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia 
University, was chosen to conduct a study 
of how to detect epinephrine, and a grant 
of $6,000 was made available. Dr. E. Leong 
Way, professor of pharmacology at the 
University of California was selected to do 
a similar study for apomorphine, and 
$8,100 was made available. 

James H. Inglis, of Michigan, who with 
Charles Morgan, of New York, was influ- 
ential in setting up the Research Fund, was 
named chairman of the organization. 
Other members are Morgan, Ring, Paul 
Serdar, Allen MacLeod, Dwight Murphy. 
Dr. Frank Menne, Dr. John Herculson, 
and Walter Donovan. All except Donovan 
are members either of the NASRC or of 
the AORC. 

The illegal-practices committee of the 
NASRC, through which Inglis and Morgan 
had worked in organizing the Research 
Fund, told the delegates that a budget of 
$50,000 had been set up and that the re- 
sponsibility for meeting the goal rested 
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‘squarely upon the shoulders of the 
NASRC.” 

Said the report: “This is not to be con- 
strued as meaning that the NASRC should 
contribute the bulk of the funds. Mrs. 
Billie Smith has prepared a_ suggested 
schedule of contributions based upon a 
formula relating to gross wagering income 
with the thought that each state will accept 
the responsibility for funds being made 
available regardless of the source from 
which secured. For example, those states 
permitted by law to contribute [surely] 
will do so. Several states already have 
done so. Those states in which a legal pro- 
hibition exists against such contributions 
can be instrumental in securing the neces-

sary donations from licensees, associations. 
and clubs in their respective jurisdiction.” 

(The United States Trotting Associa- 
tion recently made a $10,000 contribution 
to the Fund, and during the NASRC con- 
vention Irving Gushen, president of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation, announced that his organization 
would give $1.000.) 


Agreement on Rules 


The NASRC, at open meeting, went on 
record as approving of 9 of the 10 recom- 
mendations of the committee on uniform 
rules. The basic rules had been drawn by 
the committee at a meeting in Baltimore 
last November and had been circulated 
among commissioners for criticism; they 
then had been rewritten for presentation 
to the convention. 

The commissioners’ action, of course, 
was not binding. In the following tabula- 
tion the vote is given in parenthesis. 


APPROVED 


1. That the earnings of a winning horse 
be computed on the net value to such 
winner. (12-5). 

2. That the time recorded for the first 
horse to cross the finish line shall be 
the official time of the race, except as 
provided in paragraph 3 of rule 6. (20-0). 

3. That it shall be mandatory that 
jockeys wear a protective helmet which 
shall be approved by the commission, 
(20-0). 

4. That the weight of the protective hel- 
met shall not be included in the jockey’s 
weight. (16-4). 

5. That the following apprentice rule 
be adopted by all commissions: 

Any male between the ages of 16 and 
25 years, who has never previously been 
licensed as a jockey in any country, and 
who has of his own free will and if under 
age, with the written consent of his par- 
ents or guardian, bound himself to an 
owner or trainer for a term of not less 
than three nor more than five years (sub- 
ject to written extension if made for less 
than five years) by written contract ap- 
proved and filed with the (State) Com. 
mission, and after at least one year service 
with a racing stable, may claim in all 
overnight races except handicaps, the fol- 
lowing allowances: 

Five pounds until he has ridden 40 
winners; if he has ridden 40 winners prior 
to the end of one year from date of riding 
his first winner, the five-pound allowance 
continues until the end of that year. 

After the completion of conditions 
above, for one year he may claim three 
pounds when riding horses owned or 
trained by his original contract employer 
provided his contract has not been per- 
manently transferred or sold since he rode 
his first winner. 

The holder of the contract at the time 
the boy rides his first winner shall be con- 
sidered the original contract employer. 
(19-0). 

6. That the following rules on_ illegal 
practices be adopted by all commissions: 

The trainer shall be responsible for and 
be the absolute insurer of the condition of 
the horses he enters regardless of the 
acts of third parties. 

Should the chemical analysis of any 
sample taken indicate the presence of a 
narcotic, stimulant, depressant, or local 
anesthetic the owner of such horse shall 
not participate in the purse distribution of 
the race. 

In the event that a horse. establishes a 
track record in a race, and if it develops 
that the chemical analysis of any sample 
taken indicates the presence of a_nar- 
cotic, stimulant, depressant, or local anes- 
thetic, then such track record shall be 
null and void. (19-1). 

7. That the definition of a “starter” for 
claiming purposes be as follows: “A horse

A winner at 2, Royal Lark won the Prioress Stakes, beating 
Aiming High, Levee, etc.; three other races, and was second 
in the Coronet Stakes to Doubledogdare, beating Supple, 
Guard Rail, Judy Rullah, etc., as a 3-year-old.

8. That the commissions adopt the fol- 
lowing rule: “If a horse is disqualified for 
a foul under these rules, any other horse 
in the race owned wholly or in part by the 
same interest or trained by the same train- 
er, may also be disqualified.” (14-4). 

9. That the rule for making claims be: 
**All claims shall be deposited in the claim- 
ing box at least 15 minutes before the 
established post time of each race.” (15-2). 


DENIED 


That the 48-hour rule [whereby no med- 
ication may be given to a horse within 48 
hours before his race] be abandoned by 
all commissions. (3-15). 


Basic Rules Should Not Be Altered 


Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary 
of The Jockey Club and vice president and 
director of racing of the Greater New 
York Association, made the following ad- 
dress. 


The Jockey Club has no project to 
sponsor, but it does want to offer its 
services to the industry as a whole. The 
club is composed of 67 men, each one of 
whom is well known to the world for 
achievements in fields other than the na- 


tion’s No. 1 spectator sport. I have had 
the extremely good fortune to have worked 
very closely with and for The Jockey 
Club for 25 years. As I look back I am 
tremendously conscious of the fact that, 
although I have spent all of my life in 
racing, most of the Club’s members can 
teach me a great deal about the sport. 
With their diversified backgrounds and 
fields of specialization they bring expert 
analysis to each problem that arises. 
Among its members are lawyers, engineers, 
cabinet members, ambassadors, financiers, 
industrialists, builders, manufacturers— 
all of whom have bred, owned, raced or 


sold Thoroughbreds. 


A number of them have operated race 
tracks and have been racing commission- 
ers. We even have several famous amateur 
jockeys, not to say anything of some of 
the world’s famous polo players. 

The Club has always maintained that 
the basic rules of racing should not be 
altered to satisfy a selfish wish, either 
for monetary gain or for plaudits from 
the press or public. It has worked on 
the theory that if castor oil is good for 
what ails you and will prove beneficial 
to your life, then that is the prescription, 
rather than a candy-coated and_ sweet- 
tasting pill. 

Everyone in racing appreciates the time 
and effort that the racing commissioners 
devote to all of us. The same is true of 


each and every one of the various racing 
groups that are represented here today. 
All are needed, for they study the prob. 
lems of their own members and when 
they join in around the conferences they 
study the effects of their projects and 
proposals on each and every one of the 
other groups. In that way we escape the 
pitfalls into which we would most cer- 
tainly fall without such over-all consider- 
ation. 

In 1953, after considerable study, The 
Jockey Club decided to hold its first 
round table conference, inviting repre. 
sentatives of all groups in racing to at- 
tend and to discuss openly the problems 
that faced each one of the groups. There 
was a firm determination that the con. 
ference should not be confused with a 
turf congress with any kind of power to 
act. There had been suggestions from 
several sources that racing needed a czar, 
such as Landis was to baseball, or a 
ruling body that might have power over 
all racing in this country. For obvious 
reasons, The Jockey Club was very much 
opposed to such a power being set up. 
Each state has its own laws and each track 
operator his own problems. Only by a 
complete understanding of the effects of 
any national action could an agreement be 
reached. 

Our first meeting was set up to take 
place in the board room of The Jockey

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Club offices in New York City. Well! in 
advance of the meeting invitations were 
sent out to all groups to submit topics 
or problems that they thought needed 
consideration. The source was not to be 
identified so that the topic would receive 
unbiased consideration when presented. A 
few weeks later a list of the topics sub. 
mitted was sent to all groups for discus. 
sion among themselves before the confer. 
ence. As more topics were expected up 
to meeting time it was agreed that the 
conference questions should be drawn at 
random. The conference, called for 10 
o'clock, with time off for luncheon at 
noon, was very well attended. Some of 
the participants stated on arrival that 
they could remain only until noon be. 
cause of later appointments in the day, 
After luncheon, a recount of those present 
in the morning showed no absentees. They 
all remained until after 4:30 when the 
meeting adjourned. All agreed that it was 
the most valuable and productive meeting 
yet held in racing. 

Since that day The Jockey Club has 
held an annual round table conference 
at Saratoga Springs in August. Each year 
it has grown not only in size but in ac- 
complishments and scope of subject mat- 
ter discussed. 


The conference, along with The Jock- 
ey Club School for Officials, the training 
and assignment of many officials through- 
out the country, the development of the 
natural identification of horses, the work 
that is presently being done with blood 
typing of the Thoroughbred are some of 
the ways the club has tried to be of 
service to racing. 

The Jockey Club has sent transcriptions 
of all the conferences to the various racing 
commissioners as well as to other groups. 
We feel these booklets contain a valuable 
cross-section of the thinking of racing 
people. 

There is one subject I understand will 
be considered at this convention this year 
that I think has been very well discussed 
at one or more of these Jockey Club con- 
ferences. It is a proposed rule on drug: 
ging which reads as follows: 


The trainer shall be responsible for and be the 
absolute insurer of the condition of the horses he 
enters regardless of the acts cf third parties. Should 
the chemical analysis of any sample indicate the 
presence of a forbidden narcotic, stimulant, de- 
pressant or local anesthetic, the trainer of the 
horse shall be suspended, and in addition the 
stable foreman, groom or any other person shown 
to have had the care or attendance of the horse 
shall be suspended or ruled off. The owner of 
such horse shall not participate in the purse dis 
tribution of that race. 


At one of the first NASRC conventions 
ever held, this rule was promulgated. 
During the following years I was called 
upon, along with my fellow stewards, to 
punish a number of trainers on whom 
we had no evidence of guilt. Two such

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cases were proved unjustified a year or 
so later when the real culprit was found. 
In both cases the stigma of a conviction 
had made old men of the trainers and 
nothing we could do would ever recom- 
pence them for their suffering. 

A few years ago the New York State 
Racing Commission changed the rule in 
New York to permit the stewards to try 
each case on its merits and to punish 
a trainer only for guilt or carelessness in 
protecting his charges. 

The records will show that we have had 
fewer cases since then and our horsemen 
are confident that they will have a fair 
trial, that they will not be punished until 
proved guilty of a violation. 

Personally I can see no justice in pun- 
ishing a person because he cannot physi- 
cally protect himself. Who, among all of 
us, can run more than one horse in a day 
and be in attendance with all of them all 
the time? A trainer must certainly have 
to delegate surveillance to someone else. 
And who can be held arbitrarily respon- 
sible for someone else’s error? 


The following remarks are from an ad- 
dress given by Spencer Drayton, president 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau and executive secretary of the 
parent organization, the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations. 


TRA president James D. Stewart this 
year drafted a committee from the turf 
publicists to act in an advisory capacity 
on publicity and public relations matters 
on the national level. This Turf Pub- 
licists Advisory Committee has made an 
initial report to the board of directors 
and some useful suggestions are in the 
process of development. 

We are currently negotiating with net- 
works and potential advertisers in an 
effort to launch a weekly network tele- 
vision program. The board of directors 
also has under consideration a market- 
research survey for racing. We are 
presently studying similar surveys made 
in the past on the local level. 

As a result of our 12 years in this sport. 
and over 15.000 investigations, the TRPB 
is convinced that the vast majority of 
people in racing are honest and reputable. 
It is the racketeer or the cheat with whom 
we are constantly coping who damages 
racing to a degree that is out of all pro- 
portion to their number. 

The fixer who stimulates or arranges to 
have his horse stimulated continues to be 
one of racing’s major problems. Even one 
stimulation gives racing a black eye in the 
eyes of the public. Apparently a tempor- 
ary suspension from racing is not suffi- 
cient to deter these chiselers. We need 
more drastic and effective punishment. 

Perhaps each racing commission should 
give consideration to having its respective 
legislature enact laws providing for the 
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criminal prosecution of these stimulators. 
Of the 25 states in which racing is legal- 
ized, only 7 today have provisions for 
such criminal prosecution. Such _legis- 
lative action might be an effective supple- 
ment to racing’s temporary suspension 
from the sport of the stimulator and fixer. 
It is my sincere recommendation that your 
association consider seriously legislation 
of this type. 

Throughout the year we received hun- 
dreds of allegations of a serious nature 
which, upon investigation, proved to be 
unfounded. Many of these. however, if 
permitted to go uninvestigated, would re- 
sult in unjustified criticism of racing in 
general. The TRPB’s main task today is 
preventative. We are investigating almost 
every applicant who applies to race 
horses. Some of these investigations have 
uncovered applicants with arrest records.

Others were found who were poor finan- 
cial risks. And these inquires also dis- 
closed a few owners who were “fronting” 
for individuals who would not themselves 
be eligible for a license in view of their 
backgrounds and reputations. 

We in the TRA and TRPB pledge our 
cooperation with your organization to ac- 
complish our main common objectives— 
of the best in racing, in competition and 
entertainment—attended by a public which 
has complete confidence in the sport and 
those who administer and participate in it. 


Walter Donovan, vice president of Hia- 
leah and Garden State Parks, thought 
there should be an organization of owners 
of race horses. 


The owners of the Thoroughbreds are 
the one important segment still unor- 


ganized and unco-ordinated, without ef. 
fective and proper representation in the 
administration and operation of the in. 
dustry. The horsemen, breeders, trainers, 
officials, and jockeys all have organiza. 
tions which are doing an excellent job in 
their own field; but, ironically, the owners 
who have the greatest financial invest. 
ment in racing have no association de. 
voted to the welfare and interests of the 
owner, as such. 

As you well know. the owners have 
given racing a heritage not enjoyed by 
any other American sport. It dates back 
to the father of our country, George 
Washington, who owned and raced horses, 
With the Wideners, the Whitneys. the 
Phippses, the Vanderbilts, others, 
racing is a tradition which is passed on 
from generation to generation. And _ in 
many cases, the owners are in the sport for 
just that—pleasure—not for financial 
profit. 

Properly organized and properly co-or- 
dinated, the owners could be an all-power- 
ful force for the improvement, develop. 
ment and protection of Thoroughbred 
racing. Numbered among the owners are 
America’s business and financial leaders, 
It is of prime importance that an organ. 
ization of owners combine with _ the 
NASRC, management. the TRA, The 
Jockey Club, and other responsible groups 
in promoting the well being of the sport, 
Such combination of interests could be 
particularly effective in opposing the re- 
peated attempts to enact unwise and pre- 
judicial laws and taxation, both national 
and local. 


J. Samuel Perlman, editor and publisher 
of Daily Racing Form and Morning Tele. 
graph, spoke against awarding stalls to 
local interests, in many instances at 4 
sacrifice in the quality of horses, and ad: 
vised changes in record-keeping. 


If it is fair to deduct the various fees 
from the winners, why should these 
moneys not be deducted from all other 
starters and from horses who are named 
for stakes? The decision of nearly all 
race tracks to divide the gross purse in 
stakes on a percentage basis instead of 
giving all the various fees to the winner 
compounds the injustice of the present 
method. I strongly recommend that this 
convention go on record in favor of 4 
revision.

Citation vs. Saggy 


The Chesapeake Trial, which is being 
revived this week at Laurel after an 8- 
year lapse, seldom attracted more than 
passing interest in newspapers and mag- 
azines, but the 1948 renewal, won by 
Saggy. was an exception. It was the only 
race lost by Citation in 20 starts as a 3- 
year-old, and by the end of the year Turf 
writers were comparing the Trial to the 
1919 Sanford Stakes, in which Upset beat 
Man War. 

Man o’ War was 11-20 for the Sanford, 
and Citation was 3-10 in the Trial. In 
both races the favorites suffered interfer- 
ence, and in both instances it was a while 
before the impossibility of the defeat began 
to dawn. 

Saggy, by the good handicap horse 
Swing and Sway, was the first foal of 
*Chantress, unraced half-sister of Buck- 
leigh, Superbe, Akaraje, and *Silence II. 
He was bred by Greentree Stud, which sold 
him privately as a yearling to Joseph F. 
Flanagan, Maryland racing official who 
still breeds and races horses, primarily 
steeplechasers. Flanagan resold Saggy to 
Janon Fisher, who entered the colt in the 
1946 Maryland fall sales, where he was 
sold to Stanley Sagner, Baltimore clothing 
manufacturer, for $4,700. 

As a 2-year-old Saggy was one of the 
fastest colts of his crop. He won a $10,000 
claiming race at Gulfstream Park in his 
first start, an overnight race at Bowie in 
his second. He then took the 414-furlong 
Aberdeen Stakes at Havre de Grace in the 
world-record time of :5144. After 2 more 
easy victories in the Ral Parr Stakes and 
the Eastern Shore Handicap, he left Mary- 
land in search of tougher competition. 

The 6-furlong Tremont Stakes at Aque-

duct on June 11 brought Saggy’s first de- 
feat. Phar Mon took the lead at the start, 
and he and Saggy ran together for 414 
furlongs, after which Phar Mon weakened. 
Saggy also tired, and Inseparable came on 
to beat him by slightly more than a length. 

Two weeks after the Tremont, Saggy 
led all the way in the 6-furlong Wake- 
field Stakes, easily beating Inseparable 
and Ace Admiral by 3 lengths in 1:1135 
on a sloppy track. This was Saggy’s last 
race at 2; knee trouble put him on the 
shelf for more than 6 months. John B. 
Campbell thought enough of him at year’s 
end to give him 120 pounds in the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap, only 6 pounds 
below Citation. 

In 1948 Saggy started moderately well. 
He finished third to Relic in the 7-furlong 
Bahamas Handicap and to Citation in the 
9-furlong Flamingo Stakes, showing early 
speed in both races. With Citation and 
Relic missing, he scored an impressive 
6-length victory in the 1,5-mile E. R. 
Bradley Memorial Handicap. 

The 6-furlong Trial was run on Monday, 
April 12, at Havre de Grace, scene of the 
Chesapeake Stakes until 1951, when the 
track was closed. Heavy rains over the 
week-end had left a muddy track, and 4 of 
the 10 overnight entries were scratched, 
including Citation’s stablemate, Beau 
Dandy. Saggy, at 4-1, was the only colt 
given a chance to upset the Calumet star. 
All of the others were 14-1 or more. 

Saggy was ridden by Danny McAn- 
drews, who had handled him in the Brad- 
ley Memorial. Citation had Eddie Arcaro 
up for the first time. Al Snider, who was 
lost on a fishing expedition in the Florida 
Keys, had handled Citation in most of his 
previous races. 

Saggy (122) took the lead leaving the 


gate, and Hefty went with him. Citation 
(126) was fourth for the first half-mile, 
about 2 lengths back. The quarter was 
run in :2334, the half in :47. 

Entering the stretch, Arcaro began to 
move Citation up on the outside. Hefty, 
which had had enough, drifted out and 
carried Citation with him. At the eighth. 
pole the favorite still was 2 lengths be. 
hind Saggy. In the last furlong Arcaro 
gave Citation a strong hand ride, but he 
could not catch Saggy, which won by a 
length. 

The time was 1:1224. Two other 6-fur- 
long races on the same program were run 
in 1:1535 and 1:14. 

Arcaro, who was known for temper in 
his younger days, claimed that he had 
been carried wide deliberately: “I was 
watching (Carson) Kirk’s horse (Hefty) 
for an opportunity to get through on the 
far turn, because I was looking for a 
chance to get through on the inside. Hefty 
didn’t show any signs of wanting to bear 
out until I pulled alongside, then he 
came over hard against me and took my 
horse out more than 30 feet from the rail.” 

Flanagan, a steward at Havre de Grace, 
took a different view; “Undoubtedly Ci- 
tation was hindered when carried out. 
However, I think several other things con- 
tributed to the horse’s defeat. I believe 
Arcaro may have been a little over-confi- 
dent; Citation did not like the off track; 
and he met a superior mud runner in 
Saggy.” 

Jimmy Jones commented, “He was 
carried wide, but he also didn’t take a 
fancy to the track, and Arcaro didn’t fully 
understand his way of running. The Ches- 
apeake Stakes on Saturday will be alto- 
gether different now that Arcaro knows 
his mount.” 

Jones’ prediction proved correct. Cita- 
tion cantered to an easy 41-length victory 
as Saggy ran last in the 4-horse field. 

Saggy came out of the Chesapeake with 
knee trouble. He was rested for more than

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2 months before the Select Handicap at 
Monmouth Park on June 30. He never 
threatened; came out lame again. He was 
kept in training off and on for nearly a 
year, but he did not race again before his 
retirement to stud in the fall of 1949. 

In October, 1948, after Citation had 
rolled up 15 wins in 16 starts for the year, 
Jones commented further on the Chesa- 
peake Trial. He told Associated Press 
writer Whitney Martin: 

“Arcaro could have beaten Saggy that 
day by beating Citation up. I told Eddie 
before the race that the horse was unde- 
feated except for one race as a 2-year-old. 
when he finished second to Bewitch, and 
I would like to keep him unbeaten. But if 
it came to a choice of punishing the horse, 
I told him not to do it. I told him not to 
kill him if he got into trouble. 

“Hefty carried him out at the head of 
the stretch. It was a pure fluke. In fair- 
ness to the horse, who probably is the all- 
time great, I think such a thing should be 


publicized.”

Early in his 4-year-old campaign he was 
claimed by Hirsch Jacobs. and then found 
his real racing legs, although not until 
he had been gelded. He was ridden by 
Arcaro, Longden, Coucci, Wright, Meade. 
and practically every other leading jockey 
of that bookmaking era on the New York 
tracks. He could sprint as deftly as he 
could get a mile and a half, and he was a 
superior mudder.
